WASHINGTON, March 22 
(AP)—Republican congressional 
leaders said today President 
Eisenhower is opposed to a top- 
evel conference of the Western 
powers with Russia at this time. 

After the weekly meeting of 
G.O.P. leaders with the Presi- 
dent, Senator Knowland (Rep.), 
California, told reporters that 
Mr. Eisenhower still feels: 

1. There must be some spe- 
cific evidence of Soviet good 
faith before he would be willing 
to meet with Russia’s Premier 
Bulganin. 

2. Such a conference should 
not take place in any event until 
after the Paris agreements have 
been ratified. The agreements 
provide for arming West Ger- 
many. : 

Knowland, the Senate Repub- 
lican leader, and House Republi- 
can Leader Martin, of Massa- 
chusetts, reported the President 
is opposed on these grounds to 
the proposal by Senator George 
(Dem.), Georgia, chairman of 
the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, for a top-level con- 
ference of the major powers as 
s00n as possible. 


Discussed at White House. 


Knowland said the George 
proposal was discussed at the 


President’s session with the 
G.O.P. leaders. 

Mr. Eisenhower has made it 
clear repeatedly, Knowland 


added, that he feels there should 
be no meeting of the heads of 
state of the major powers until 
the Soviet government shows 
“by deeds rather than words” 
that it. is sincere about trying 
to ease international tensions. 

George, informed of . Know- 
land’s statement of the Presi- 
dent’s views, commented: | 

“If we are going to wait until 
peace is fully restored in the 
world, we wouldn’t want a high 
level conference. We'd want a 


jubilation meeting.” 


Presidential Press Secretary 
James C. Hagerty told reporters 
Knowland had stated Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s position accurately but 
that he sees “no inconsistency” 
between Mr. Eisenhower's stand 
and that of George. 

Senator Sparkman (Dem.), 
Alabama, a Foreign Relations 
Committee member, supported 
George’s proposal. 

“We have nothing to fear and 
possibly much to gain in any 
such conference,’ Sparkman 
said. “I recall the statement of 
Gen. George C. Marshall that 
‘the United States should be 
first at the conference table 
and the last to leave.’” 

Senator Smith (Rep.), New 
Jersey, said he was “entirely in 
accord” with the views of the 
President, as reported by Know- 
land. 


Views Not Volunteered. 


Knowland told reporters Mr. 
Eisenhower’s reaction. to 
George’s proposal was sought by 
the G.O.P. leaders and not vol- 
unteered by the President. 

Knowland recalled that Mr. 
Eisenhower has _ said _ several 
times the Soviet government 
could demonstrate good faith by 
such steps as agreement on an 
Austrian peace treaty, unifica- 
tion of Germany, and unification 
of Korea. 

So far, Knowland added, 
“there has been no indication 
on the part of the Soviet gov- 


ernment” of any willingness to 


take such steps. 


Knowland said he wanted to 
make it clear that the President 
and the rest of the Administra- 
tion feel George has every right

Measure Holding 
Revenues Level Under 
State Order.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 22 
—The Housé today tentatively 
approved a bill which would re- 


quire tax rates in counties and 
other political subdivisions to 
be reduced immediately  when- 
ever the State Tax Commission 
orders increased assessments on 
real estate, as it has done this 
year in 26 counties, including 
St. Louis county. 

The bill, by Representative 
Milford T. English (Rep.), St. 
Louis county, would fix the 
amount of the rate reduction at 
whatever level would produce 
substantially the same revenue 
as that realized from the pre- 
vious rates and assessments. 

Before the bill was perfected 
for passage, it was amended by 
English to provide that all schoo] 
districts affected by the bill be 
required to maintain their max- 
imum rates permitted without a 
popular vote, in order not to be 
deprived of state aid. 

$1 Levy Without Vote. 

Under a 1950 constitutional 
amendment, school districts 
formed of cities and towns, ex- 
cept St. Louis, may levy up to 
$1 on each $100 of assessed 
valuation without a vote of the 
citizens. The maximum in St. 
Louis is 89 cents and in all other 
districts 65 cents. 

The fact that a number of 
school districts are at the maxi- 
mum now would mean, under 
terms of another pending Dill, 
a loss of state aid if they should 
be forced to reduce the rate. 

Containing an emergency 
clause, the bill was perfected 
on a voice vote. 

Under another bill sponsored 
by English and reported out fa- 
vorably on the House floor to- 
day, the 26 counties in which 
the State Tax Commission has 
ordered sharp rises would be 
given a year in which to carry 
out the order.

2000 Marines, Planes Take Part 
In Year’s Sixth Atomic Explosion 


Junior Grade Nuclear Device Set Off Atop 
500-Foot Tower in Nevada 
Desert. 


LAS VEGAS, Nev., March 22 
(AP) — Two thousand marines 
practiced war today with a live 
atom bomb—the sixth nuclear 
device of the 1955 test series. 

The blast was set off atop a 
500-foot tower at 5:05 a.m. and 
‘was described as junior grade. 

The Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion, shortly after the explosion 
lighted the desert sky and shook 
Las Vegas, announced that Ma- 
rine maneuvers proceeded as 
scheduled. 


Observers at the control point, 
about 10 miles from the blast 
site, said they saw pieces of the 
melting tower fall back from 
the stem of the cloud as it rose. 
On the ground, all that was left 
of the tower were concrete 
anchors and stumps. 

Often the towers were melted, 
or vaporized. Eut during the 
1953 series part of a 300-foot 
tower was left standing. 

Plans called for the Leather- 
necks to take shelter from the 
explosion in trenches several 
thousand yards away and then 
to move cautiously toward the 
blast area at Yucca flat. 

Taking part in the maneuvers 
were 115 aircraft. These includ- 
ed 28 Marine helicopters and 22 
Marine jet fighters. 

Originally the AEC had sched- 
uled a major nuclear blast for 
today. If this plan had been

BEGUN IN CRASH 
UT AIRLINER AT 
SPRINGFIELD, MO 


U.S., American Airlines 
and Pilots’ Union Try- 
ing to Find Cause of 
Accident That Killed 
12, Injured 23.

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., March 22 
—Three separate investigations 
are being conducted into the 
crash here Sunday night of an 
American Airlines twin-engine 
Convair in which 12 persons 
were killed and 23 injured. The 
plane crashed in an oat field one 
and one-half miles short of Mu- 
nicipal Airport. 

Two of the dead and three of 
the injured passengers were 
from St. Louis. The plane, on a 
flight from Newark, N.J., to Tul- 
sa, Okla., had picked up passen- 
gers at Lambert-St. Louis Field 
an hour and five minutes before 
the accident. , 

A joint investigation is being 
conducted by officials of the 
Civil Aeronautics Board and the 
Civil Aeronautics Administra- 
tion. Investigators will seek to 
determine if there were any vio- 
lations of federal flying regula- 
tions. Separate investigations 
are being made by American 
Airlines and by the Airline Pi- 
lots’ Association, the pilots’ 
union. 

No Speculation. 

None of the experts engaged 
in the various investigations 
would speculate on the cause of 
the crash. All of the persons in- 
terviewed by the Post-Dispatch 
agree that the plane appeared 
to be functioning normally, with 
no indication of any mechanical 
failure. 

Ted Padek, of Tulsa, a former 
Air Force flight engineer, a 
passenger told the Post-Dispatch 
he thought the weather was 
“terribly murky” for a landing, 
but he noted the engines and 
plane appeared to be function- 
ing perfectly. Padek’s 3-year-old 
son, Richard, who was asleep on 
his father’s lap, was killed. 

Mrs. Lloyd Blankenship, who 
heard the plane flying low over 

her farm home before it crashed, 
suggested that the pilots may 
have mistaken a stone wall bor- 
dering the Blankenship farm for 
the runway. The plane crashed 
on an adjoining farm. 

An inquest to be conducted to- 
night by Greene County Coroner 
Dr. E. Allen Pickins is expected 
to be a formality, with the cause 
of the accident undetermined by 
the coroner's jury. 

Airline officials said a pre- 
liminary inquiry indicated that 
the landing procedure was rou- 
tine, with the plane making a 
standard instrument approach. 
Radio communication between 
the pilots and the airport con- 
trol tower contained no refer- 
ence to any “problems,” officials 
said. It was drizzling rain. 

Airport records show that the 
plane was making its instrument 
approach within the prescribed 
limits of a 500-foot “ceiling” and 

two milés visibility. The Weath- 
er Bureau reported the ceil- 
ing was 500 feet and visibility 
more than twice the two-mile 
limitation at 10:30 p.m., the hour 
of the accident. 

Carl McCrary and James 
Schultes, who were on duty in 
the control tower, said there was 
the customary communication 
with the pilots as the latter pre- 
pared for a landing. Neither 
tower man actually saw the 
plane, they said, but Schultes 
saw a faint flash, and then lost 
touch with the plane. A few 
minutes later he sounded an 
alarm. 

The flash seen by Schultes is 
thought to have been caused by 
the breaking off of the plane’s 
wings, or the momentary tilting 
of its landing lights at the time 
of impact with the ground. 

Two members of the crew, Co- 
Pilot Glenn Walker and Miss 
Rita Madaj, stewardess, died in 
the crash. Capt. John J. Pripish, 
a 10-year veteran with American 
Airlines, in charge of the flight, 
is in serious condition with head 
and internal injuries. His right

McAlester (Okla.) Doctor 
Says He Then Set Their

McALESTER, Okla., March 22 
(AP)—Dr. Ben T. Galbraith, 34- 
year-old McAlester physician, to- 
day admitted he killed his wife 
and three children. 


Galbraith, returned here early 
today from Henderson, Tenn., 
where he was arrested, made 
his confession to County Attor- 
ney James Whyte.

GSA Finds $12,000,000 Of- 


fice Structure ‘Justified,’ 
Symington Says. 


By a Washington Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, March 22— 
A progress report by the Gen- 
eral Services Administration in- 
dictates that construction of a 
new federal office building at 
St. Louis at an estimated cost of 
to $13,000,000 is 
“justified” under the Federal 
Lease-Purchase Act of 1954, 
Senatcr Stuart Symington 
(Dem.), Missouri, said today. 

Under the proposal, the build- 
ing would be erected with pri- 
vate capital and then leased to 
the Federal Government. It 
would be amortized over a per- 
iod of 25 to 30 years with titie 
reverting to the Government 
thereafter. 

Suggested site for the pro- 
posed building is bounded by 
Eleventh street and Twelfth 
boulevard and Chestnut and 
Pine streets. It would replace 
the old Federal building, stand- . 
ing in the block bounded by 
Eighth, Ninth, Olive and Locust 
streets. In addition to provid- 
ing space for government in- 
stallations now in the old build- 
ing, it would be used by federal 
agencies now occupying leased 
quarters. 

According to the GSA report, 
the Government’ now is paying 
$1,366,680 a year rental for fed- 
eral space at St. Louis. Con- 
struction of the new building 
would reduce rental costs by 
$778,405, GSA estimated. Re- 
duction of rentals along with 
operating costs would provide a 
total of $1,017,460 which could 
be applied to the lease-purchase 
contract, GSA estimated. 

Federal agencies still would 
retain leased space at a cost of 
$588,275, but most of this would 
be for warehousing, the agency 
said. : 

Present plans for the Gov- 
ernment to sell the old Post Of- 
fice Building site. It has been 
estimated a reasonable sale price 
would be between $3,500,000 and 
$4,000,000, which also could be 
applied to the Jlease-purchase 
contract. 

The proposed project has the 
support of Senators Symington 
and Thomas C. Hennings Jr.

“But if some agreement can 
be reached we could look to- 
ward the possibility that normal 
commercial trade and relations 
could be worked out. That might 
help solve some of the problems 
of our allies in that area.” 

George said he didn’t think 
such a conference would delay 
actual German rearmament. 

Beyond waiting for ratification 
of the Paris treaties, he said he 
felt that the laying down of con- 
ditions on which the United 
States would be willing to meet 
with the Russians would be “a 
disadvantage to any real prog- 
ress.” 

“I think there should be a 
free conference,” he said. “What 
I have in mind is a conference 
where the problems of the world 
can be frankly laid on the table 
and discussed. If we insist on 
advance conditions, we are not 
going to get anywhere. 

“I don’t mean that there 
should be any appeasement.” 

George said it was entirely 
possible that a big power con- 
ferenge “might be futile and 
avail nothing,” but he said world 
peace is not going to be attained 
suddenly. He said a beginning 
must be made and he thinks the 
time for it is in the near future. 

“We cannot take any seven- 
league hops toward solving world 
problems,” he said. “But if the 
heads of the major states can 
reappraise the situation, some- 
thing like stability in the world 
may be approached.”

Mental Health Bill. 

The last of three bills reor- 
ganizing Missouri’s mental health 
program was tentatively ap- 
proved by the Senate yesterday. 

The measure, recommended 
by a special Senate committee 
whicl. made an 18-month study 
of state mental health facilities, 
would permit voluntary admit- 
tance of persons to mental in- 
stitutions without the require- 
ment of a court hearing. 

Under the bill, an individual 
could be admitted to a mental 
hospital on written application 
to the hospital by a friend, a 
relative, including husband or 
wife, a guardian, a health or 
public welfare officer or the 
head of the institution. 

After application was made, 
the applicant would be examined 
by two licensed physicians and 
coulc be admitted if they certi- 
fied him as mentally ‘ll and re- 
quiring treatment. 

Present Requirement. 

A court hearing would be re- 
quired only if the person for 
whom application had been made 
requested a hearing. At the pres- 
ent time, a hearing is nandatory 
whether the applicant requests 
it or not.

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Army Defends Women in Uniform 
Against World War II Slanders 


‘History of Women’s Army Corps Stresses 
Difficulties and Misunderstanding 
Encountered by Wacs. 


WASHINGTON, March 22 
(AP)—The Army today came 
out with a full defense of its 
women in uniform against what 
it called a widespread and some- 
‘times vicious campaign of 
‘slander in World War II. 

The story of the formation 
-and development of the Wom- 
ens Army Corps is told in an 
800-page volume which forms a 
part of the Army’s official his- 
tory of World War II. 

In a foreword by Maj. Gen. 
Orlando Ward, former chief of 
military history, the Army said 
the book would stress the mis- 
* understandings and the difficul- 
ties into which the Wacs ran 
headlong. 

Ward said the Army did not 
always understand the WAC, its 
needs and temperament and the 
many other things that man 
“being the son of woman, should 


have known but did not, much 
to his continued embarrass- 
ment.” 


Written By Ex-Wace Officer. 


The history was written by 
Mattie E. Treadwell, a WAC 
staff officer in the war. She 
now is assistant director of the 
Dallas (Tex.) regional office of 
the Civil Defense Administra- 
tion. 

The volume recounts obsta- 
cles that -had to be overcome, 
from both within and without 
the Army, by the first WAC 
director, Mrs. Oveta Culp Hob- 
by, now Secretary of Health, 
Education and Welfare. 

Early WAC uniforms, made 
by men’s wear manufacturers, 
were cut with wide collars and 
narrow hips. Hems of skirts 
could not be easily raised or 


lowered and “suspenders on gir- | 
dles were too short and pulled | 
runs in stockings.” The Wacs| 
also had trouble with the Army | 


Medical Corps, whose examina- 


tions were based on male anat- 
omy. 

The greatest detail is devoted 
to the battle against what start- 
ed out as a strictly gossip and 
rumor campaign but mounted 
by 1943 into a _ full-fledged 
movement to accuse the Wacs 
of wholesale immorality. 


Army intelligence agencies 
found that some of the reports 
stemmed from actual incidents, 
but involving women wearing 
uniforms similar to those of the 
Wacs. The history says large 
numbers of prostitutes in east- 
ern cities, calling themselves 
“victory girls,” purchased and 
wore dresses so nearly resem- 
bling that of the Wacs that it 
was difficult even for Army peo- 
ple to distinguish between them. 


A long investigation deter- 
mined that among people who 
spread false rumors were male 
Army officers who resented 
Wacs in principle and who 
feared being replactd in com- 
paratively soft 


assignments. |

Russia, 7 Satellites in 
East Europe Pledge 
to Pool Armed 
Forces. 


LONDON, March 22 (AP)— 
The Soviet Foreign Ministry has 
announced that Russia and its 
seven east European allies have 
decided to set up a unified mili- 
tary command after the West 
ratifies the Paris agreements re- 
arming West Germany. 


The Soviet Tass agency broad- 
cast the announcement last 
night, reporting that the deci- 
sion hag been reached unani- 
mously in consultations between 
the Soviet Union and’ Poland, 


CzecLoslovakia, East German | of ratification 
Romania, | 


Republic, Hungary, 
Bulgaria and Albania. Red Chi- 
na expressed complete agree- 
ment, the broadcast said. 


The participants also agreed 
Tass said, on the conclusion of 
an 8-nation treaty of friendship, 
co-operation and mutual aid. 


The eight countries took part 
in a conference on security in 
Moscow last December. They 
announced then a pledge to pool 
their armed forces and put them 


under a joint command if the 
West went ahead with ratifica- 
tion of the Paris agreements 
for the rearmament of West 
Germany. Red China was rep- 
resented by an observer. 
(American officials in Wash- 
ington viewed the new Soviet 
announcement as a_i further 
propaganda effort to quicken 
French opposition to West Ger- 
man rearmament. The French 
Na ional Assembly has approved 
the arms treaties but tie upper- 
housé council of the Republic 
takes them up tomorrow. 
~ (The Americans said any-‘‘uni- 
fied command” set up bythe 
Soviets, for east Europe would 
merely formalize what already 
is a fact—that the Russians 
control the military in their 


satellites.) 
After their December meet- 


_ing in Moscow, the eight Euro- 
pean Communist allies an- 


nounced they had decided “in 
case of ratification of the Paris 


agreements, to implement joint 


measures in the field of their 
armed forces and their com- 
mands, as well as to take other 
defensive measures.” 


Last night’s announcement 
also offered the promise of a 
change in Soviet plans if the 
|Paris treaties were scrapped. 
It said the Communist alliance 
“will be created in the event 
of the Paris 


agreements.” 


The Communist nations held 
their December parley after the 
Western powers snubbed a So- 
viet proposal to negotiate an 
all-European security system to 
replace the North Atlantic alli- 
ance and the projected Western 
European Union. The Western 
allies said ratification of the 
Paris treaties must precede ne- 
gotiations with the Communists 


for a European settlement.

Byrnes, Harriman Refuse to Give 
Yalta Notes to State Department 


Both Say They Have Nothing to Add to 
Their Earlier Public Reports — Stet- 
tinius Papers Also Withheld.

and James F. Byrnes of South Carolina, who attended the 
Yalta conference in 1945, declined to make available to the 


State Department their persona 


l papers on the Big Three con- 


ference. Both told the Post-Dispatch they had nothing important 
to add to their earlier public repofts. 


Another set of personal pa- 
pers, those of the late Edward 
R. Stettinius, Secretary of State 
at the time, were also withheld 
from the State Department's his- 
torical divisions which prepared 
the controversial report made 
public last week. Mrs. Stettinius 
told the Department and inti- 
mate friends who sought to in- 
tercede in its behalf that the 
papers were marked “private” 
and that she interpreted this to 
mean that her husband would 
not have wanted them made 
public. 

Whether Gov. Harriman, then 
ambassador to Soviet Russia, 
was influenced by partisan mo- 
tives in declining to co-operate 
with the State Department could 
not be ascertained. When asked 
by the Post-Dispatch why he 
had not turned over his per- 
sonal Yalta papers, he replied 
through a spokesman, “No com- 
ment.” 

This spokesman, Charles Van 
Devander, his press secretary, 
pointed out that Harriman had 
made a full report to a Senate 
committee in September 1951, 
‘nd that this testimony had been 
tade public. ‘ 

Gov. Byrnes, who later be-

Post-Dispatch that the only per- 
sonal papers he had retained 
from the conference were frag- 
mentary notes that he could no 
longer decipher. At the time 
of the conference he was direc- 
tor of the Office of War Mobili- 
zation and reconversion and ac- 
companied the late President 
Roosevelt as an adviser.

regarding Winston Churchill's 
dangerous illness in 1953. 


American newspapers revealed 
at the time—June 1953—that 
Churchill had “suffered a 
stroke.” British newspapers kept 
mum ‘and it was only on March 
2, 1955, that most citizens of 
this country got the news. On 
that date Churchill told the 
House of Commons: “I was struck 
down by a very sudden illness 
which paralyzed me completely 
physically.” 

The Americans, incidentally, 
got the news from none other 
than Randolph Churchill, the 
the Prime Minister’s son. 


For some reason the complete 
story hasn't previously been told. 
It is a saga truly worthy of 
Britain’s mighty old man, a story 
of pluck and obstinate refusal to 
submit to the machinations of 
Mother Nature herself. 

There are still a few missing 
details but here, as far as can 
be learned, are the salient facts. 

Churchill had been ill before 
his serious illness in 1953. His 
family and friends have been 
cautioned not to talk about it 
but it is understood that he was 
indisposed in 1949 when he was 
out of office.

Doctors Cover Up for Him. 

On Friday, June 26, he was 
visited by his personal physi- 
cian, Lord Moran, who in turn 
called in Russell Brain, a neu- 
rologist and president of the 
Royal College of Surgeons. They 
prepared a public bulletin 
which was so innocuous as to 
be positively deceptive. 

Referring to his plan to at- 
tend a conference with President 
Eisenhower at Bermuda on July 
8, they stated: 

“The Prime Minister has had 
no respite for a long time from 
his very arduous duties and is in 
need of a complete rest. We 
have ‘therefore advised him to 
abandon his journey to Bermuda 
and to lighten his duties for at 
least a month.” 

Simultaneously the doctors 
called in R. A. Butler, Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer, and Lord 
Salisbury, Government leader in 
the House of Lords. The latter, 
the former “Bobbity” Cranborne 
had distinguished himself while 
serving under Anthony Eden at 
the Foreign Office before the 
war. Eden was himself recover- 
ing from a serious gall bladder 
operation at the time of Church- 
ill’s stroke and was unable to 
take’ over the reins. 

Amazing Comeback. 

Churchill :rebounded like a 
rubber ball from his illness. By 
the end of the week he was 
again able to speak -normally. 

On Sunday he sat up in a 
wheel chair and had lunch with 
Lord Beaverbrook of the Daily 
Express and Lord Camrose of 
the Daily Telegraph. He spoke 
energetically of the way in 
which the newspapers had dealt 
with the story of Princess Mar- 
garet and Peter Townsend and 
asked his visitors to help call 
off the dogs. 

From then on he recovered 
steadily with the assistance of 
his wife and the regular use of 
therapeutic exercises. By mid- 
August he was able to return 
to London. In September he 
attended the Doncaster races 
as the guest of the Queen and 
then continued with her to Bal- 
moral castle.

It must also be remembered that 
medical students all have attended 
college for 3-4 years before medical 
school and that after graduation from 
medical school there is at least a year 
of internship before we go into 
practice.

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They Pleaded Guilty 


The admissions of guilt made by Alderman 
Walter W. Ziegenbalg and Alderman Ben Oliver 
to Circuit Judge William K. Koerner are spec- 
tacular demonstrations of the invidiousness of 
“aldermanic courtesy.” This practice enabled 
these men to ask and get money for changes in 
municipal regulations. It enabled them to be 
sure that their special ordinances would be 
passed without serious scrutiny by the Board of 
Aldermen as a whole. 

By courtesy of Circuit Attorney Edward L. 
Dowd, both men were able to plead guilty to the 
somewhat legalistic charge of selling a public 
office rather than bribery, the more bluntly 
named of the two felonies. Both had been in- 
dicted for soliciting or receiving bribes. 

The solicitation charges, incidentally, were re- 
duced to accusations of fraud in public office. 
The various charges as revised carry penalties 
not exceeding one year in the Workhouse; as 
stated in the indictments, the punishments run 
to seven years in the Penitentiary. Apparently 
Circuit Attorney Dowd forgot those promises 
that there would be no more “bargains in 
justice.” 

Also apparently forgotten was the much more 
recent statement that the Circuit Attorney would 
make no more recommendations to judges. Mr. 
Dowd recommended that each Alderman be sen- 
tenced to 18 months in the Workhouse. This 
would be “at least the same as a two-year sen- 
tence to Penitentiary,” he said, since the latter 
might be reduced by good behavior. But who 
abolished the practice of reducing Workhouse 
sentences by parole—and for the same reason? 

Sentencing has been postponed to April 27 
when both men are scheduled to appear before 
Judge Koerner to ask for paroles. But how long 
they are incarcerated, if at all, and whether in 
Jefferson City or on South Broadway really are 
secondary considerations. 

This is not to say that felonies should not be 
punished; but it actually is more important to 
the community that the selling of “favors” in 
the Board of Aldermen be stopped. The blight 
which fell on the careers of these two men when 
they were indicted and which deepened when 
they pleaded guilty ought to be a strong deter- 
rent to anybody tempted to do as they did. 

The case of the two Aldermen, suspended 
since last summer, also should induce the Board 
of Aldermen to abandon “aldermanic courtesy” 
once and for all. The theory of the practice 
may be akin to that of senatorial courtesy, the 
presumption that a given Alderman is best in- 
formed about details in his ward. But use of 
the device to over-ride mayoral vetoes of spot 
zoning orginances and the like has become well- 
nigh intolerable. The demonstration that it is 
also a device for collecting money for “favors” 
should be its death knell. 

Democratic politicians in City Hall and court- 
house may be embarrassed by the Ziegenbalg- 
Oliver affair. Actually they were in little better 
position than Republicans to avoid it—so long 
as they adhered to this log-rolling practice of 
blindfold votes. That members of their party are 
involved in the present case should induce them 
to take the lead in getting rid of “aldermanic 
courtesy.” St. Louis voters are watching.

The one most important lesson for the United 
States in the review of the 1945 Yalta conference 
is that this country and its natural ally, Great 
Britain, were not working closely enough to- 
gether at the time.

Giving up smoking is either worth a lot more 
than $50 or it is not worth anything like that 
much. That is why we think J. S.. Birdwell, of 
Wichita Falls, Tex., is barking up the wrong 
tree. Mr. Birdwell, an oilman-rancher, is offer- 
gin $50 to all of his 175 employes who will quit 
smoking between March 25 and Dec. 15. 

If a fellow figures smoking is hurting his 
health, quitting it is worth as much as his health 
is worth, which most people would estimate at 
something in excess of $50.

Senator Byrd on Highways 

Some rather harsh words about the Admin- 
istration’s highway program have come from 
Senator Byrd in subcommittee testimony. 

“Financial legerdemain . . . dummy corpora- 
tion . . . destroying sound budgetary precedure 
..- incapable of honest federal bookkeeping...." 

Such are some of the phrases which the 
budget-minded Virginian, who supported Presi- 
dent Eisenhower in 1952, applies to the plan for 
highway construction to be financed by special 
bonds issued outside the federal debt limit. 

Senator Byrd without doubt has hit on the 
central weakness of the Administration program, 
its financing. Whether the bookkeeping would 
be “dishonest” or not, it certainly would amount 
to kidding ourselves. | 

Issuing bonds through a Government corpora- 
tion might technically evade the debt limit, but 
if such bonds exist as a contingent charge upon 
federal revenues it. Goes not really matter 
whether they are within or outside the debt 
limit—they would still have to be paid off. 

If 21 billion dollars of highway bonds were to 
be issued, the main consideration would be to 
borrow the money at the lowest possible cost. 
The Treasury could issue general obligation 
bonds much more cheaply than a “dummy cor- 
poration” could issue special highway bonds. 

Senator Byrd’s proposed substitute for the 
Eisenhower program will need as much skeptical 
study as the one he opposes. He would repeal 
the 2-cent federal gas tax so that the states 
could add 2 cents to their present gas taxes. 
He would continue highway appropriations at 
their present rate out of general tax revenues. 

Is not that, also. a way of kidding ourselves? 
What is really gained by transferring the collec- 
tion of a 2-cent gas tax from Washington to the 
states? The real question to be faced is whether 
we need highways badly enough to fncrease fed- 
eral spending to get them; and, if so, how to 
raise the revenue. 

Juggling taxes won't answer that question any 
better than juggling bond issues. 
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In the Face of a Dusty Wind 

The $7,000,000 emergency fund which Presi- 
dent Eisenhower has recommended for action 
against wind erosion .on the southern plains 
should receive prompt and sympathetic atten- 
tion in Congress. Since it is on the order of a 
drop in a dustbag, it should, furthermore, be 
followed by further and more adequate legisla- 
tion as a program is developed. 

Kansas, Oklahoma, Texas, Colorado and New 
Mexico are affected by the dust bowl that is 
blowing up this year, and they were seriously 
affected’ last year. So bad was the blowing at 
one time this month that visibility was cut to 
zero in some sections, traffic had to be halted 
on transcontinental highways, and tumbleweed 
blocked country roads. 

St. Louis felt the effect of the storms in dust 
which piled up on automobiles in the streets 
here. This city and the entire country as well 
will feel the ill effects unless all that can rea- 
sonably be done to minimize the erosion is done 
promptly. For the impoverishment of whole 
areas of farmers, as is well known by now, deals 
a body blow to the national economy, 
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For Hoosier Consumption? 

Benjamin F. Fairless, United States Steel 
board chairman, sat by waiting to testify. Chair- 
man Fulbright was ready to give over the forum 
of the Senate Banking Committee to one of the 
chief spokesmen of American business enter- 
prise.

(Actually the 
Galbraith pamphlet opposes Communism.)

Fulbright badgered him as he is now badgering 
the present chairman. Can the explanation be 
that Senator Capehart comes up for election 
next year and he thinks this is the way to im- 
press the folks back home in Indiana?

Candidates for the five St. Louis School Board 
seats that will be at stake April 5 are required 
to run as nonpartisans. In theory this is to keep 
politics out of the school system. 

But in fact it makes it simple for the spoils- 
men to support their favorites. And what is 
worse it enables them to do so without taking 
public responsibility for the post-election per- 
formances of their candidates. 

While it is still a little too early to determine 
which of the 10 persons in the field will be 
“slated” by the ward organizations of each po- 
litical party, the independent voter already en- 
joys a good idea of who is supporting whom. 

School Board Member Henry O. Whiteside 
has reported that employes of the Board of Edu- 
cation’s Building Department circulated more 
than half the nominating petitions for the so- 
called Old Guard candidates. The Old Guard’s 
candidates are the Building Department’s candi- 
dates. This clearly shows where Building Depart- 
ment employes believe their bread is buttered. 

But the interest of the Building Department is 
not necessarily the interest of the independent 
voter, or of the parent with children in the 
schools.

The same objections that are made 
to illegal wire-tapping can be made also 
to legalized wire-tapping; the difference 
is only one of degree. 

Last year it was proposed in Congress 
that the Attorney General should be al- 
lowed the power to authorize wire taps 


in order to catch Communists. To be 
sure it might make the task easier for 
the law enforcement officers, but the 
dangers far outweighed the benefits as 
the Congress. knew in letting the pro- 
posal die.

The Way of an Artist 
JOHN SLOAN: A PAINTER'S LIFE, by Van Wyck 
Brooks. (E. P. Dutton & Co., 246 $5.) 

John Sloan was one of that group of 
American painters who, in the first half 
of this century, did much to establish 
a native school of painting in his coun- 
try. Like his famed contemporary, 
George Bellows, he painted pictures 
distinctively American in concept and 
Style, and, like most pioneers, he was 
often misunderstood. 

It was fortunate for Sloan that among 
his circle of friends was a writer named 
Van Wyck Brooks. In the brave discus- 
sions that used to take place in Sloan's 
New York circle, Brooks took his part, 
and the result is this biography of a dis- 
tinguished painter by a distinguished 
critic. Because Mr. Brooks is a literary 
rather than an art critic, this is in no 
sense a critical biography of Sloan, yet 
it traverses the life of the artist mazgis- 
terially, and nowhere impresses as err- 
ing on the side of 
praise. 

Sloan was a Phil- 
adelphian by birth, 
but lived and 
worked for 46 years 
in the Greenwich 
Village area of New 
York. He passed 
through all the ncr- 
mal phases cf 
youthful rebellion, 
but as his mastery 
over’ his medium 
grew, he moved 
more and more in 
the direction of a 
national school of 
painting. The reproductions of his 
work in this volume show clearly the re- 
markable tusion of realism and poetry 
Sloan was ultimately able to achi¢ve. 


As an artist he never hesitated to 
speak his mind, and the book records 
many of the controversies in which his 
bellicosity or tactless candor landed 
him. Mr. Brooks also quotes him as 
once saying bitterly about his country: 

Artists, in a frontier society like ours, 
are like cockroaches in the kitchen—not 
wanted, not encouraged, but neverthe- 
less they remain.” This was the young 
Sloan. When the mellowing years had 
come upon him, the erstwhile rebel was 
Singing a different tune: “Art in Ameri- 
Ca today is terrifically alive.” 


Sloan died in 1951, at the ripe age of 
80. Since his work is his own best 
monument, this book should be taken 
for what it is—a notable biographical 
tribute by a devoted friend.

“My father would join in the 
chorus and we'd have a regular 
concert, ending perhaps with 
some good old Baptist hymns 
like, ‘We'll Gather at the River’ 
and ‘Rock of Ages,’ or ‘Home 
Sweet Home,’ ‘Auld Lang Syne,’

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PUBLIC. HEARING 
ON MARK TWAIN 
ROUTE TO BE HELD 


Board of Public Service 
to Conduct Open 
Meeting at 10 A.M. 
Next Friday. 


A public hearing on a pro- 
posed alternate route for the 
Mark Twain Expressway, which 
would cost an estimated $3,000,- 
000 more than the route estab- 
lished by the State Highway De- 
partment, will be held at 10 a.m. 
Friday by the Board of Public 
Service, it was announced today. 

Representatives of groups op- 
posing the alternate route, 
which was filed with-the board 
last Friday, appeared at the 
board meeting today. Alderman 
Carl Gassel (Dem.), First Ward, 
told the board a mass meeting 
will be held tonight at 8 o’clock 
at Mount Carmel Church Hall, 
Halls Ferry road and Annetta 
avenue, to form an organization 
that will formally oppose the 
alternate route. 

Lionell Smith, 8500 Drury 
lane, a representative of the 
Northwest Improvement Associa- 
tion, said his group would meet 
tonight to determine its position 
in the matter. Roger R. Hem- 
mer, president of the Northwest 
group, described the alternate 
route as “additional butchering 
in a new neighborhood.” 

Alderman Gassel told the 
board the presently planned 
route established by it, the City 
Plan Commission and the State 
Highway Department will affect 
fewer homes and be less costly 
to construct. Consideration of an 
alternate route, he said, would 
only delay construction for sev- 
eral more years. 

The route of the State High- 
way Department, which is now 
before the Board of Aldermen, 
and the proposed alternate route 
would both start at Eighth and 
Mullanphy streets. The alter- 
nate would go almost directly 
north and, at Bissell avenue, it 
would swing east over Broadway 
and parallel the Wabash Rail- 
road track to the city limits. 

Route of the Highway Depart- 
ment would go north to a point 
south of O’Fallon Park, parallel- 
ing Broadway between Ninth 
and Eleventh streets, continue 
north along the east and north 
edge of O'Fallon Park and then 
go west taking in part of Birch- 
er boulevard and Lillian avenue, 
reaching city limits at Woodland 
avenue. 

Construction of the Highway 
Department’s route has been 
estimated to cost $21,000,000, 
while the alternate would cost 
an estimated $24,000,000. 


COUNSEL IN WIRE-TAP CASE 
FOUND GUILTY OF CONTEMPT 


NEW YORK, March 22 (AP) 
~—William J. Keating, resigned 
counsel for a citizens’ crime in- 
vestigating committee, was 
found guilty today of contempt 
and sentenced to five days in 
prison for refusing to tell a 
grand jury his sources of in- 
formation about a police raid on 
an illegal telephone wiretap. 

General Sessions Judge Jonah 
J. Goldstein warned Keating 
that further penalty would be 
considered if the grand jury 
recalled him and he persisted in 
not giving testimony. Execution 
of the sentence was postponed 
until Friday to permit an appeal 
being filed with the appellate 
division of the state’s court sys- 
tem. 

Keating, who was counsel to 
the New York City Anti-Crime 
Committee, has twice refused to 
tell the county grand jury the 
names of his informants or 
other sources of information 
about the wiretap raid Feb. 11 
on a fashionable east side apart- 
ment.

with the Russians and obtained 
her release. 

Today Hilde is untroubled by 
fears her present triumph will 
be short-lived. She has a quiet 
confidence in her talent and 
ability as an actress. .

DEGANIA, Israel. 

N FRIDAY morning after 
our arrival here we visited 
the Malben home for the 
aged, which accommodates old 
couples as well as elderly sin- 
gle persons. The single people 
live four in a room, while the 
couples each have a room of 
their own wherein they are al- 
lowed any little personal touches, 
such as pictures, rugs and bed 
covers. All the basic furniture, 
however, is provided. 


Everyone who is physically 
able at Malben gives a few hours 
a day toward running the houses 
and keeping the grounds look- 
ing neat and tidy. We saw one 
old woman, an ardent gardener, 
who seemed to be working hard 
and we were told there are com- 
petitions on the different plots 
for the best flowers and the 
prettiest arrangements. 


For several hours a day the 
men and women are allowed to 
work in a large and pleasant 
workroom where a young di- 
rector helps them with various 
suggestions for ways in which 
they can use their skills at knit- 
ting or needlework or any other 
talent they may have. What they 
make is sold and they are al- 
lowed to keep the money so 
that they may have some pocket 
money,

THERE ALSO IS a well-or- 
ganized program of lectures and 
entertainment. They welcome 
professors who can talk on dif- 
ferent subjects, and visiting 
musicians, and at times when 
the home talent runs out there 
is a movie.

Faults, Assets at II

é6 W ssa do you consider to be your greatest fault— 
and your greatest asset?” is a question which we 
routinely ask of the girls and boys whom we are 
eurrently studying. Their answers tell us, not only spe- 
cifically what kinds of behavior or characteristics they con- 
sider to be good and bad, but also to some extent reveal 
how far they have advanced in their ideas of what things 
make up a good personality and what make up a bad. 

The average 10-year-old has very concrete notions of 
good and bad. Thus his idea of his greatest asset may be 
that he rides a bicycle well. His greatest fault may be that 
he picks frosting off cakes. 

xk * * 

A MARKED CHANGE has come about by 11. In the 
one year which has elapsed between 10 and 11, many chil- 
dren advance considerably in their notions of what their 
greatest asset is. Thus, though a few still mention some 
concrete ability or activity—as, being good in drawing—the 
majority even at this early age name some personality char- 
acteristic. Among those mentioned are such things as being 
systematic and orderly; being helpful, kind, friendly, even- 
tempered. This kind of response represents a development 
in maturity since 10. 

Personality characteristics are also among the kinds of 
things mentioned as greatest faults, though it is true that at 
11 specific bad behaviors still predominate. Personality 
characteristics mentioned by elevens as their greatest fault 
include: “I’m bossy,” “I’m slow,” “I’m careless,” “I’m stub- 
born,” “I’m lazy,” “I’m too curious,” “I’m too active.” 
Eleven at least can be congratulated for frankness and for 
awareness of his 1l-year-oldness!

HOWEVER, NUMEROUS AS ARE his admitted bad 
personality characteristics, his “greatest faults” at 11 still 
lie in the realm of specific bad behaviors. 

Here are some of the outstanding faults of Elevens as 
admitted by them: 

“I don’t put away my stuff.” 

“T hit a golf ball through my father’s window.” 

“IT have bad table manners.” 

“I contradict adults.” 

“I get saucy and answer back.” 

“T’m not good at taking baths.” 

“I eat too much.”

And from our own observations we should say that 
these are probably all honest admissions. It is interesting to 
note that—and at this age only —faults, according to 
Eleven’s own admission, outweigh good points nearly three 
to one.

that he would therefore be 
obliged to have a shadow, he'd 
like to know what plans I had 
for myself. Suddenly, in 30 
seconds, I wanted to serve 
Churchill all over again. 

The thought of war was sick- 
ening to me. I had seen one. 
But if we faced another, I had 
three sons who would be serv- 
ing. In fact. m} youngest son, 
an irrepressible adventurer, had 
already joined the Air Force. 
And he was not yet 16. 

Events moved with § silent 
speed, much faster than English 
plans. Poland and Czechoslo- 
vakia were about to be chewed 
up by the Axis, and this would 
surely start it. It was the mid- 
dle of August following my hap- 
py visit with Churchill-at Chart- 
well. Churchill had been in 
France. He'd toyred the Magi- 
not Line. There was a cryptic 
telegram for me to be at Croy- 
don Aerodrome the following 
day. I went there and met 
Churchill. 

Driving back to London, he 
told me he’d spent a great deal 
of time with the President and 
the Premier of France, and with 
many of their military leaders 
and that the only thing of in- 
terest that he could pass on to 
me was that the Germans al- 
ready considered him the most 
attractive target in England. He 
said that there were known 
plans to kill him, whether he 
rose to importance in the com- 
ing struggle or not. 


* * *® 


HURCHILL enjoyed the im- 
C piied heroics here as always 

and when I asked him if he 
had plans for meeting this dark 
prospect, he turned most cordial- 
ly to me and said: “Yes, I have 
one very good one and it’s you, 
Thompson. You look after me 
at night and I'll take care of 
myself in the daytime.” 

That conversation was on Aug. 
23. On the twenty-sixth a state 
of emergency was declared. He 
called me on the telephone him- 
self. “Thompson, you are re- 
maining with me permanently,” 
he said. “I have just arranged 
this with your Commissioner, 
Sir Philip Game.” 


Churchill was taking all his 
weekends in London, Mrs. 
Churchill, too. Their flat was 
crowded with people, important 
ones, even though Winston was 
“unemployed.” He paced around 
a great deal, anxious to run 
something, but no one had given 
him anything to run. Not yet. 

Then came the day—Sept. 3, 
1939. There was no answer from 
the ultimatum that had beén 
sent to the German government. 
We waited for 11 o'clock, 
grouped in- clusters in the 
Churchills’ living room. No one 
said anything. 


The news that we were at war 
came over the BBC. Churchill 
did not appear in the least dis- 
turbed. Almost at once there 
was an air raid warning. He 
bolted out of the room and into 
the street. I learned a good deal 
more about him then and that 
put me on guard once more 
against his impulsiveness. I did 
not this time get tough with him 
because I was not familiar with 
the sound, meaning, or expect- 
able consequences of these warn- 
ings. 

The “All Clear” sounded. ‘I 
walked through the streets to 
the House of Commons where 
Neville Chamberlain spoke and 
England’s declaration of war be- 
came an official instrument. I 
jotted down some of the things 
he said in shorthand. 

“The House has already been 
made aware,” Chamberlain said, 
“of our plans. As I said the 
other day, we are ready.” I 
looked at Winston after jotting 
down this sentence. How he 
squirmed. 

It is cruel to speculate on what 
would haye happened if Cham- 
berlain had been removed from 
authority a year earlier. Here he 
was now, still talking, but look- 
ing sick, looking nearly dead. 
“Everything that I have worked 
for; everythimg that I have 
hoped: for; everything that I 
have believed in during my pub- 
lic life—has crashed in ruins.” 


-I suppose Chamberlain really 
did believe he had worked for 
peace, but he didn’t seem to 
realize that idealists must deal 
with rogues. Winston at least 
was realist and, in his eye, a 
rogue was a rogue and that 
merely meant that it was some- 
thing to be exterminated. 

We stepped out into the 
street. “We are going to 10 
Downing’ street, Thompson,” 
Churchill said. bluntly. I did not 
know, nor he, what Cabinet post 
would be offered. 

It was the Admiralty—com- 
mand of the Royal Navy. From 
this day through my long years 
of service to Churchill to the 
very end, it does not seem I ever 
for one night had enough sleep. 
It has been my lot to go 
through life worrying about an- 
other man, losing sleep over it. 
But it has been Churchill's d 
tiny. And his worry, being for 
whole continents, was somewhat 
larger than my own. 

Within 24 hours of taking 


over at the Admiralty, German > 


U-boat warfare had its first big 
trophy. The Athenia was: tor- 


pedoed and sunk with 1400 
aboard, including some Ameri- 
cans, It was a sad initiation to 
Chaurchill’s naval duties. With 
typical directness he set about 
seeing what kind of navy he had 
been given. Almost before he 
had installed a working staff in 
the Admiralty, he set out to 
inspect the major naval installa- 
tions of the British Isles. We 
embarked on a destroyer for 
Scapa Flow. Here we had to pass 
through the boom defenses, 
which occasioned a remark from 
myself as to whether it would 
not be possible for a German 
U-boat to follow us through the 
net, herself concealed by our 
own bottom, and the sound of 
her concealed by the turn of 
our own screw. “I hope they 
are not able to do so,”’ Church- 
ill told me. “I am informed the 
possibility of their entering is 
very remote.” 

He complained about much 
that he saw here at Scapa. 
There was little or no ack-ack 
to fight off air raiders momen- 
tarily expected from Germany. 
What a position for a man of 
his foresight, to find this huge 
naval base practically wunde- 
fended from the air. He was 
furious. He fumed and sema- 
phored and 10 days later the 
guns were there.

OT long after this we re- 
N turnea to Scapa Flow. 

Churchill surveyed the plac- 
ing of his ack-ack, then fired 
a round at a target balloon. 
About the huge anchorage there 
were mockups of battle wagons, 
bi@ as the ships themselves 
and so true ot the illusion of 
the real thing that not only 
could they not be taken for 
fakes from a height of 1000 feet, 
they could not even be taken 
for fakes when one was right 
on them. 6% 

Yet here I had another dem- 
onstration of the uncanny eye- 
sight of Churchill and the speed 
and practicality of his brain. He 
pointed to the impressive fake 
battleship that was on the far 
end of the northern string and 
told one of the officers that it 
would be spotted by German 
pilots as a dummy and that they 
would not waste a bomb on her. 

“But she’s not even been 
spotted by our own reconnais- 
sance, sir,” he was told. 

“Then they need spectacles!” 

“How so, sir?” 


“No gulls about her!” he 
snapped. “No seagulls. You'll 
always find gulls about a living 
ship, But not around a dummy. 
Not unless you drop garbage for 
the dummy, too. Keep garbage 
in the water day and night, bow 
and stern, of all these dummies! 
Feed the gulls and fool the Ger- 
mans!” And they did. 

What other man in. the Brit- 
ish Navy would see this and fix 
it with such speed? 


The horrible and most feared 
thing of all happened after we 
left Scapa Flow. H.M.S. Royal 
Oak was sunk. My mind went 
back to the question which I 
put to the First Lord when we 
were passing through the boom 
defenses in early September. 
The terrible truth was that a 
German U-boat, commanded by 
a young captain named Prien, 
had penetrated the defenses of 
Scapa and torpedoed this great 
battleship. 

Winston spent hours talking 
to men who were aboard the 
Oak when she was hit and he 
spent hours looking at the ruin 
of her. Then he turned his back 
on the whole thing and we re- 
turned to London. Here he 
warned Parliament that this was 
only the start of an unending 
number of casualties, that many 
of them would be worse; that 
some would be catastrophes of 
the most awful magnitude. 

On May 10, 1940, with the 
world falling apart, Churchill 
had an audience in Buc 
Palace with the King and be-

came Prime Minister. We came 
back in silence, as we had gone. 
As he stepped out of his car he 
said: “You know why I’ve been 
to Buckingham Palace.” And I 
of course said, “Yes, sir,” and 
congratulated him. There was 
pleasure in his face, but he was 
tense, too. He shook my hand 
like a friend then, and before 
going on said to me: “All I hope 
is that it is not too late. I am 
very much afraid that itis. But 
we can only do our best, and 
give the rest of what we have— 
whatever there may be left to 
us—.”” 

For an instant he stood en- 
tirely still, looking at me, then 
on through me and into the dis- 
tance. Tears came into his eyes 
and fell. Still he did not move. 
I could say nothing. We both 
turned toward his offices. He 
moved with ponderous purpose 
to the stairway, muttering low, 
after which his jaw set, the 
muscles about his mouth became 
hard, and he started up the 
steps. 


Churchill meade his first 
speech to the House of Com- 
mons as Prime Minister three 
days after he took office, con- 
cluding with his famous words: 
“I have nothing to offer but 
blood, toil, tears and sweat.” 

I reminded Churchill that now 
that he was Prime Minister he 
had the right to the use of 
Chequers, the estate supplied by 
the Government for Prime Min- 
isters. He began spending his 
weekends there. Our visits to 
Chequers gave rise to many 
misgivings for his safety. Enemy 
bombers were beginning to come 
over this spot in increasing num- 
bers. I recall dn occasion when 
a German bomber passed over, 
seemed to recognize the place or 
at least to want to con it once 
more, and turned and repassed 
it, then did the same thing from 
many different angles for a 
period of minutes. Not long 
after, it happened again, this 
time at night. This time I 
thought the German was pre- 
paring for a run in on the tar- 
get. He was low, his props were 
feathering, and he had illumi- 
nated half the county with slow- 
ly descending parachute flares. 
Their brilliance is startling and 
unsettling. 
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SPOKE to Churchill of the ad- 
| visability of sleeping from here 

on in the air raid shelter. 
Here he would have to do what 
he was told. Would he? Well, he 
said he’d co-operate the moment 
he felt it wise to do so. This 
of course meant that he would 
do what he pleased, which would 
be to stay outside and watch. 

“Let me know when they start 
dropping the bombs,” he said to 
one of his aides, a young officer 
of Marines who had attempted 
to reinforce my own cautions. 
The next night the grounds of 
Chequers got well sprinkled by 
raiders, bombs going off like in- 
termittent explosions in a sys- 
tem of steam boilers. ~ Scotland 
Yard had intercepted an inter- 
esting item that made this par- 
ticular tactic of more than pass- 
ing concern. The chances of kill- 
ing Churchill by air bombs were 
not considered very good; no 
better than our chances of kill- 
ing Hitler in the same way. But 
a planned attack of dedicated 
raiders and suicide parachutists, 
landing in numbers on the 
grounds of Chequers and ad- 
vancing to a position known to 
them and known to contain the 
person of Churchill at that time 
had good chance of success. We 
were ready for them, but the at- 
tack never materialized. 

The war was going badly. In 
an exterminating air attack 
upon the heart of Rotterdam, 
the Germans broke this city. 
Rotterdam surrendered. Four 
days after Rotterdam was hit, 
the Dutch Army ceased _ firing, 
German mechanized divisions 
smashed into nothern France, 
splitting the British and Belgian

forces in Flanders and separ- 
ated them from the main 
French armies. Brussels fell, 
then Namur. 

On May 26, 1940, Boulogne 
fell to the Germans. King Leo- 
pold ordered his armies to 
capitulate. They did. Our flank 
was left exposed to the Ger- 
mans. The Nazi commander rea- 
lized he had our Army, and part 
of the French Army, in a trap. 
For some few days the fighting 
became extremely fierce. We 
flew over the agonies that were 
taking place below us at Calais. 
You could see hand-to-hand en- 
gagements. Though in this cir- 
cumscribed single scrap only 
about 4000 troops were in- 
volved, their defense of the 
town against four times that 
many Germans has become a 
short paragraph in that war’s 
history. Of the gallant defenders 
of Calais, only 30 survivors got 
away—21 Britishers and nine 
French. The Navy got a boat in 
for them. The others died 
shooting. 
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T the end of May, the re- 
J sistance of our main army 

cracked. It did not crack al- 
together or all in one place, but 
we were doomed there. We 
knew it. It is a terrible thing to 


be exhaused, to be thirsty, to 
be lost. Weariness is the great 
conqueror. About a quarter of a 


million men reached the 
beaches of Dunkerque. Here 
they stood or sat or just stared 
while they were shot up and 
shot at by the Germans. 

Most Englishmen, even though 
they had never been across the 
Channel themselves, could see 
the place where their country- 
men stood; could hear the un- 
spoken cry across the water. 
Then over the wireless, the call 
came, The call for ships of 
every sort, size and seaworthi- 
ness. To go to Dunkerque. 

By day and by night craft of 
every conceivable description 
set sail, with no protection from 
German dive-bombers, and put 


out for the Continent’s* coast.

Among the seaweeds are drift- 
weed kelp, black wrack and 
deepsea tangle. Twenty-one tons 
of wet seaweeds, after being 
dried in the sun and then 
burned, will yield one ton of 
ashes. It is an old custom 
speak of the ashes as “kelp.” 

A ton of ashes from those sea- 


weeds may contain 90 pounds of |. 


iodine. Much of the world’s 
iodine formerly came from sé@a- 
weeds, but times have changed. 
Minerals supply almost all the 
iodine now placed on the 
market.

WE THINK of treés (such as 
the big trees of California or the 
gum trees of Australia) as the 
tallest members of the plant 
world. So far as dry land goes, 
that is true, but it is doubtful 
whether trees equal some Sea- 
weeds in height. ™ 


In the Pacific ocean are brown 
seaweeds known as “giant 
kelps.” Years ago, these were 
found to reach heights of from 
150 to 250 feet. More recently, 
some of the seaweeds have been 
estimated to have heights of 
from 500 to 700 feet.
